‘ESTATE. 


A Husband Who Did Not Want His 
Wife to Have His 
The Whitesides Oase—Pleaded 
Guilty—The Supreme Court—New 
Cases. 


Quite a singular contest has arisen 
over the estate of W. B. Nisbet, re- 
cently deceased, who was quite widely 
known as a poultryman. 
gradually declining in health for some 
time, and when he died he left several 
thousand dollars’ worth of property. 
Something over a year ago his wife went 
East and never returned, and the filing 
of some 2 yesterday in the 
County Clerk’s office revealed the ex- 
istence of a very bitter feeling toward 
his wife by the deceased shortly before 
his death. 

The first document is an olographic 
will, made by the deceased in 1885. It 
is regularly framed, and was written 
in Bloomington, Ill. The testator 
states that he is a commercial traveler, 
and after the usual formal phrases 
used in a will he bequeathes all his 
property to his dear wife Ida.“ He 
gives as the reason for so doing that 
she has by her help and encouragement 
assisted 
possesses. He names her as his sole 
executrix. Among other things, he 
says he has two accident insurance 
policies for $5000 each upon his life, 
which she is to receive in case he dies 
from any accident. 

Since the date of the will, however, 
Mrs. Nisbet left her husband and 
would never return to him, although 
letters were sent to her telling her 
that he was in a critical condition. 
This so preyed upon the mind of the 
sick man that he determined to make 
arrangements for his property other 
than those found in the will. He con- 
sequently wrote the following letter, 
in pencil, to his sister, Miss M, J 
Nisbet, at Chicago, a few days before 
his death: 

Los ANGELES (Cal.), Jan. 23, 1899. 

My Dear Sister: My attorney was up a 
few minutes ago to tell me had heard pri- 
vately that Ida had been corresponding 
with a firm here in regard to getting a 
divorce, and making me divide ali 1 have 
with her. Now, she refused to come to me, 
on Dr. Knapp’s letter saying my life de- 
pended on it. I have no-love for ner. Now, 
L intend to live as long as I can, and hope, 
by getting you folks here, to pick up. If, 
however, anything does happen to me, you, 
my dear sister, shall have everything. I am 
afraid Ida may ask for an injunction to 
keep me from selling my house and a 
receiver for my business,

be able to handle any of my income; and. 
besides, I have over eight hundred dollars’ 
worth of powder in cases. 

Send me immediately a full power of 
attorney to act for you in all business, 14

This would enable me 
transfer anything to you at any time, and 
= — business moving. Ida must get 
nothing.

Judge Cheney yesterday upon a charge 


Whitesides was a night caller in the 
employ of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany in February last, his duties being 
to wake up the train crews at their 
homes and boarding-housesin time for 
them to catch their trains. He is a 
one-armed man, having lost his arm 
while in the employ of the Missouri 
Pacific; and his left band is quite 
badly crippled. There was consider- 
able complaint among the men that 
he did not attend to his duties properly 
and allowed some of them to get left. 
On the morning ‘of February 11th, 
while he was sitting in the operator’s 
room at the Arcade depot asleep, 
Charley Whittlesey, a train man, came 
in. It was early in the morning, about 
7 o'clock, and Mr. Brownson asked 
Whittlesey why he came so early. The 
latter replied that he could 
not trust the night caller. White- 
sides woke up and heard Whittlesey 
talking. He said he had better stop 
talking that way or he might not keep 
working for the company. Whittlesey 
replied that what he had said was for 
Whitesides’s benefit. There was some 
further taik, when Whitesides pulled 
out a pocket-knife with a long and ex- 
ceedingly sharp blade. He made at 
Whittlesey, who ‘said he did not want 
to strike or fight a man who was cri 
pled as he was. He picked upa chair 
and thrust it between himself and 
Whitesides, who kept striking at him. 
Jack Griffin seized Whitesides’s arm 
and the fight was over. Whittlesey 
had not attempted to strike him. It 
was then found that Whittlesey was 
cut inthe neck, and the wound was 
found to be an ugly one. 
These facts were all brought out dur- 
ing the trial yesterday, the different 
railroad boys who saw the difficulty 
corroborating the testimony of Whittle- 
sey. It was clearly shown that the 
assault upon him was unprovoked and 
that he refrained entirely, although a 
strong man, from even attempting to 
strike Whitesides. As the latter re- 
lunged at him with his knife, 
hittlesey contented himself with 
pushing him away with the chair. 
The arguments were brief and the 
case went to the jury about 4 o’clock. 
They were. out only a few minutes 
when they agreed upon a verdict of 
guilty, and recommended the defend- 
ant to the mercy of the Court. Judge 
Cheney fixed Thursday morning for 
the sentence of the young man. White- 
sides on the stand attempted tocreate 
the impression that the railroad men, 
with few exceptions, were engaged in 
a conspiracy against him, but his 
statements were so contradictory that 
they were considered worthless.

THAT MOCK MARRIAGE, 


THE SMITH BOYS BEFORE JUS. 
TWITCHELL. 


Anna Caskey Tells the Story of Her 
Supposed Wedding—What Her 
Mother Says—The Preacher“ on 
a Tear—The Defendants Dis- 
charged.

The Anna Caskey moonlight-mar- 
riage sensation at Santa Monica took 
rather a humorous turn yesterday. As 
readers of THE TDS know, four ar- 
rests have already taken place in this 
singular case, and the chances are 
that several others will follow. First, 
the boy and girl husband and wife 
were arrested,and then followed the 
arrest of the Smith boys of this city on 
a charge of conspiracy in having as- 
sisted at the mock marriage. : 

Yesterday was the day set for the ! . 
examination of Sewart and Sol Smith 
before Justice Twitchell of Santa 
Monica. The boys who have been in 
the County Jail since last week were 
taken down to Santa Monica by Con- f 
stable Dexter, and reached the court- | 
room at10o’clock. J. A. King, Esq., 
of this city appeared for the de- 
fendants and Deputy District At- 
torney R. R. Tanner appeared for the 
people. 

Mr. King demurred to the complaint | 
on the grounds that it set forth facts 
sufficient to constitute a cause of ac- 
tion, but the demurrer was overruled 
and the attorneys were asked to go 
ahead with the case. 

Before the first witness was sworn, 
the District Attorney asked that the 
case be tried with closed doors, and 
the witnesses and a host of spectators 


The first witness called was Anna 
Caskey, who testified: I reside in 
Santa Monica and am 13 years of age. 
Yes, sir, I recognize Sewart Smi 
On the Ist of April, in the evening, I 
went to Agnes Collins’s house, near 
where my mother lives, and asked her 
what time it was. A few minutes after 
thut [met Tom Brooks, and we went to 
Los Angeles and made our way to the 
corner of Washington and Figueroa 
streets, where we were married in a 
kind of summer-house. The preacher, | 
Mr. Rockford, Tom Brooks, Sewart 
Smith and myself were  pres- 
ent. Smith acted as witness. I 
never saw Rockford before, and don’t 
know that he gave his true name. 
After the ceremony we went to a 
lodging-house on New High street 
where we spent the night as man an 
wife. The next morning we went to 
Santa Barbara, and remained there a 
day and half, when we were arrested 
and brought back here. 

The witness then described the de- 


fendant, Sewart Smith, as a small 
man, with a light mustache, who wore 
a dark suit of clothes, which answers | 
his general appearance. 
Cross-examined: I was married to 
Thomas A. Brooks. I was born in 
1877, in New York State, and came to 
Santa Monica about a year ago. I 
know I am 13 because my mother has 
told me so.

_Mcmbere of the Catifornta State Medical 
Society: This isa day of joyous greetings, 
any of us meet for the flrst time. We 
have been practicing our profession; some 
tn the eool shadow of Shasta’s showy sum- 
mit; others on the bright ana shining sands 
of the Mojave desert; many in the beautiful 
city of Sau Diego, where Father Junipero 
on the 16th day of July, 1769, established 
the first California mission; yet others in 
the San Joaquin Valley, where there are 
fields of waving grain, and where the raisin 
grape reaches great perfection; others in the 
orange groves of San Bernardino county; 
several in the rich Valley of the Sacramento, 
while most of you have been in the bus 
hum, the stimulating atmosphere of Cali- 
tornia’s, the Pacific Coast’s, great metropo- 
lis—San Franciseo—yet, today will be with 
many of us the first opportunity to clasp 
hands and wish each other Godspeed ip 
the noble mission of alleviating suffering 
and increasing the longevity of human life, 
lsce before me silver-haired Nestors of 
the profession, who have assisted at the 
irth of this society and who have carefully 
nurtured it until today, when it is 20 years 
old, For you, the medical fathers of Call- 
fornia, we bave no words but those of grati- 
tude, ne thoughts but those of veneration. 
believe in some forms of protection. The 
American orange should be protected, the 
American raisin should be protected, and, 
in my opinion, the American physician. 
should be protected. We, as physicians, do 
not desire any protection, except that hold - 
ers of foreign diplomas who come to Amer- 
lea shail not be allowed any greater privi- 
leges than are accorded abroad to American 
physicians, 

One-sixth of the physicians in California 
are from foreign lands and graduates of 
foreign schools, and some of them are ex: 
cellent physicians, but 1 would like to see 
the next Legislature provide for an examin- 
ing board, uo member of which shoud de- 
long to the faculty of a California college, 
whose duty it would be to require each per- 
son who applied for a license, with a for- 
eign diploma as his credential, to pass an 
examination equivalent to the final exam- 
ination of our California colleges, 

The speaker-hoped that there would 
be no more wrangling between the reg- 
ular school and the homeopaths, and 
said that if the time spent in the abuse 
of each other bad been spent in pro- 
fessional a humanity would be 
better for it. He discouraged the prac- 
tice common among druggists of pre- 
scribing for a doctor's patient, or 
changing the prescription use the 
druggist did not have the particular 
medicine prescribed. He advised every 
physician to pus up his own prescrip- 
tion, as it will cost the patient less and 
save a great deal of time. 

The State should adopt some meas- 
ures to prevent the marriage of persons 
with diseases that may be transmitted 
to their offspring. Before a marriage 
license is issued, each of the applicants 
should be required to show a certifi- 
cate from the County Physician that 
they are free from any disease. We 
take such precaution in reference to 
horses and cattle, and we should do as 
much, at least, to protect the human 
race. The diseased and idiotic human 
is thus permitted to burden the State 
with pauper and criminal] offsprings, 
and it should be stopped, even by the 
most radical means. PS

The County Board emphasized 
its request by stating that unless Dr. 
Bailey was expelled it would withdraw 
its request for membership. 

A member stated that the accused 
should be heard, and made a motion to 
that effect. 

The objection was met with a state- 
ment that under section 6 of the con- 
stitution a member can be summarily 
expelled by a vote of nine-tenths of the 
members present. This section in- 
cluded felony, immorality, fraud, 
drunkenness, etc., as sufficient grounds, 

After some further talk, it was de- 
cided to decide the matter forthwith, 
and a ballot was taken. There were 51 
votes cast, only three being against ex- 
pulsion. 

One of the specific charges against 
Dr. Bailey is to the effect that he over- 
charged the county in his professional 
charges for attending the destitute 
sick; and also, that his immorality con- 
sisted in being too attentive to a 
woman who is not his wife. , 

A motion was made to amend section 
6 of the constitution, aud the ques- 
tion will come up for debate this 
morning.

DIEGO’S EXAMPLE, 


San Diego has scored one point in 
advance of Los Angeles, and we con- 
gratulate our southern neighbor upon 
its enterprise. | 

A public market square was opened 
in San Diego on Saturday last, amid 
great enthusiasm, with appropriate 
ceremonies, in the presence of a large 
crowd. The credit for securing this 
very desirable improvement belongs 
to the ladies’ annex of the San Diego 
Chamber of Commerce, a body of wo- 
men whose energetic labors in behalf 
of their city have attracted attention 
even outside of the State. Among 
other good things which they have 
already accomplished are park im- 
provement and the encouragement of 
home industries. The ladies have put 
the male members of the chamber to 
shame by theirenergy and enthusiasm. 
San Diego should be proud of them. 
On Saturday they were all present at 
the market-place, each armed with a 
big market-basket. Such enterprise 
deserves success and will command it. 

We mention this fact for the sake of 
once more calling attention to the 
great necessity which exists for a sim- 
ilar enterprise in this city. As a 
sound basis for productive wealth, we 
need to encourage the settlement of 
the fertile lands of this valley by small 
farmers. Such settlement is much 
hindered by the undeniable fact that 
the grower finds great difficulty in dis- 
posing of his produce in Los Angeles 
at remunerative rates. On the other 
hand, the consumers are paying high 
prices. The farmer cannot afford the 
time to go around from house to house 
to peddle what he raises. As a conse- 
quence, he is thrown upon the tender 
mercies of the so-called commission 
houses, who are, in reality, all specu- 
lators, combining together to depre- 
ciate home produce and raise the price 
of imported stuff, upon which they can 
make a larger profit. They are banded 
together for this purpose, and the poor 
producer is consequently confronted 
by Hobson’s choice—he can either sell 
his potatoes, or cabbages, or butter at 
a price which scarcely pays his ex- 
penses, or take them back home with 
him. 

Is it any wonder that, under these 
circumstances, our apparently inviting 
acres do not uttract more settlers? 

Now, had we a public market-house 
—or market-place—the case would be 
very different. The producer and con- 
sumer would be brought directly to- 
gether, to the great advantage of both. 
It is proposed, in San Diego, that the 
Council regulate the market, as is done 
in other cities, and make it obligatory 
upon all hucksters to sell their wares 
there on the appointed days. A 
similar course might be followed here. 
We have a ladies’ annex to our 
Chamber of Commerce. Will these 
ladies not emulate their San Diego 
sisters, and take action in this matter? 
Would it, further, be asking too much 
to request the City Council to devote a 
subject? It isa

Tue Prussian Diet was 
opened today by Chancellor Caprivl. In 
bis speech he said: “lt is not my intention 
to state the government’s programme, but 
having hitherto held aloof from political 
lite I now wish to speak a few words in 
order to approach you personally. [Cheers. } 

The Chancellor then referred to the lm - 
portant position which has been held by 
Bismarck, and expressed hope in the future 
that the empire would continue secure, ‘The 
edifice of the state, he said, was cemented 
firmiy enough to resist wind and weather; 
moreover the noble personality of the young 
monarch had alre manifested itself at 
home and «broad. 11 affirmed undying be- 
lief in the future of Prussia and of the 
German Empire resting on Prussia’s shoul- 
ders. Both, fora long time to come, would 
be a historical necessity. Both could an- 
ticipate a future full ot hope. The Em- 
peror had said his course would remain the 
same. The ivauguration of a new era 
therefore was not to be expected, although

Orchard Gullying. 

Mr. Miller of Highlands, San Ber- 
nardino county, writes as follows re- 
garding bis plan for preventing 
orchards from washing or gullying 
during heavy rains: I haye noticed a. 
great many people in cultivating their 
orchards for the winter, more espe- 
cially on the side-hills, running little 
furrows from one to two feet apart on 
the water grade, or near the level, 
thinking to protect the orchards from 


washing by so doing. Now, that 
a mistake. If they 
would level the ground after the 


irrigating season is over and sow 
grain of some kind on it before rain 
sets in, in the fall of the winter, I will 
guarantee they will have no trouble 
about their lands washing out. Besides, 
it will save quite an expense in makin 


would accumulate. The grain thus 
sowed would not only prevent the land 
from washing, to a great extent, but 
would make a splendid crop of manure 
in the spring, after the raiby season. 
Now, if thie advice is followed they 
will not be bothered with water wask.- 
ing their own lands nor land of their 
neighbors below them.

The eastern limit of the supply just 
now is Chicago, but, with the growth 
of the added trees in the San Bernar- 
dino district, there will come plenty of 
the fruit for New York.

ELECTION COMMENT, 


WAAT PHOMINENT CITIZENS 
OF THE RESULT. 


A General Feeling of Satisfaction 
_ . Expressed—Prophecies of In- 
creased Prosperity—it Does Not 
Moan Saloons—Defeated Candi- 
dates Talk. 


The following interviews on the re- 
cent municipal election need no com- 
ment or explanation: 

W. W. Mills, a member of the 
present Council, when questioned by a 
Tutxs reporter as to the result of the 
election, said that it was a victory for 
the Citizens’ ticket. As to the election 
of James Cambell over Webster Wot- 
kyns for the Clerkship, it was easily 
understood, for it was simply a ques- 
tion of personal popularity. For the 
position of Treasurer, Mr. Vore of the 
People's party was generaliy under- 
stood to represent the First National 
Bank, which carried him through over 
the Citizens’ nominee. Mclean had 
the full support of the People’s party 
for the Marshalship, and was suffi- 
- ciently popular to win votes enough 
from the opposition to pull through. 
He remained non-committal as to the 

robable effect of the election on the 

usiness prosperity of the community 
in the future. 

‘Webster Wotkyns, defeated candi- 
date for the Clerkship on the Citizens’ 
ticket, simply said that he was per- 
fectly satisfied with the result of Mon- 
day’s voting, and that he extends best 
- wishes to the successful candidate, the 
present incumbent of the office. 

Trustee John Allin, whom the re- 
238 caught on the street, said that 

s thought that the election had taken 
a rather remarkable turn. The men 
selected are a good lot all around; in- 
deed, the ticket as elected could not 
_ have been made any better. He does 
not think that the result was such as 
was anticipated. He expressed the 
opinion that the fight for the Treas- 
urership was not so much upon the 
merits pf the candidates as upon the 
contest of the three city banks. He 


pro s to stand by and support the 

cket as elected. 

Judge H. W. M . president of 
the San Gabriel Valley Bank, said that 
in his opinion a change had been de- 
manded for some e back, which 


accounted for the complete election of 
the Citizens’ nominees for the Council. 
The contest was not (except in small 
part) upon the sentiment of probibi- 
tion or no prohibition, but the idea 
was that a greater effort might be made 
alt specific economic management 
affairs. The platform of the Citi- 
zens is an out-and-out appeal to the

n fair selection of representative men 
‘\ Of the city, and they will enforce their 
) views and platform, which exclude the 
 paleon. If the Council-elect. 
ite platform in the strict 
sense, thereby keeping out all saloons 
of. Whatever nature, then it will have 
more trouble on its hands than any 
Council precedin 

City Attorney Metcalfe was visited 
at his office. He said briefly that his 
explanation of the result of the elec- 
tion lay in the acknowleged fact that 
in periods of depression the people are 
apt to regard ~ change as a em 
for the better. In this case the people 
have decided by their ballots that they 
wish a change in the management of 
rep affairs, and therefore they 
are entitied to the change. 

At tke Western Union Telegraph 
office H. W. Hines was found at his 
desk. He gave it as bis judgment that 
the election went us it did because the 
people were anxious for a change. He 
was sorry that the Citizens had not 
carried their ticket in its entirety, but 
all would be satisfied with the ticket- 
elect. He believes that the Trustees- 
elect will carry on municipal affairs 
upon strictly business principles, 
which naturally lead to a greater or 
less extent to business prosperity. 

H. H. Rose was stopped on the 
street by the reporter and, in reply to 
the usual queries, said: Lou may say 
that the Citizens’ party has estab- 
lished entirely the position that we 
took, and that we have also established 
the principle that the interference of 
the church and preachers in secular 
and political matters is to be de- 
plored.” 

Postmaster W. U. Masters said 
oriefly: In the election of the Citi- 
zens’ Trustees, we have established the 
fact that fanaticism must go. The 
other three are excellent men in every 
way.” 

Rev. Mr. Bresee of the M. E. 
Thurch, when visited at his house, 
said that the accepted result of the 
election of Monday last is that ordi- 
nance No. 125, which was on trial, hav- 
ing been defeated, must give room for 
the introduction of the saloon. The 
result in a financial or business way 
will prove very bad. He said 
that’ he heard some parties 
who have been looking for pro- 

arty say yesterday morning that they 

idn’t care to look any further, as far 
as Pasadena is concerned. The vic- 
tory of the Citizens’ ticket, even 
thougtiin the end the ordinance is 

reserved, will prove temporarily a 

rawback. 
W. H. Wiley declared that the 
Trustees-elect will carry out their 
platform, and that they will do more 
than any other body of men could have 
done for the prohibition cause. There 
ig no such thing as the “whisky party,” 
and therefore the saloon will have no 
ehance among the Trustees-elect of 
the Citizens’ movement. A sounder 
business outlook will ensue, and pub- 
lic contidence in Pasadena will be 
greater from the change. Municipal 
affairs will be carried on with more 
liberality and greater business spirit. 
Astothe defeat of Wasbburn of the 

Nitizens’ ticket, it was the First Na- 
tional Bank which defeated the Sau 
Gabriel. 

Trustes-elect T. P. Lukens, candi- 
date on the Citizens’ ticket, said that 
he felt it to be the prevailing sexti-

ORDINANCE 125. 


THE POINT AT ISSUE IN THE 
LATE ELECTION. 


What the Ordinance Is--Can Hotel- 
koepers Serve Liquors to Guests? 
—Varlous Interpretations — The 
Case of John Senich. 


Owing tothe somewhat peculiar re- 
sultof the élection here on Monday 
last, at which all of the trustees on 
the Citizens’ ticket were elected, while 
all the rest of that ticket was defeated 
by the candidates on the People’s 
ticket, the situation seems to suggest 
„a moral“ of some kind, applicable 
solely to Pasadena. 

With a view of clearing up this ap- 
parent anomoly a Totxs reporter inter- 
viewed a number of prominent citizens 
here yesterday with the result printed 
belo w. 

In order to properly understand the 
situation clearly it should be stated 
that the legislative body ot this city 
is composed of its Trustees, a full board 
of which were elected on the Citizens“ 
ticket; while in the cases of the City 
Clerk, Marshal and Treasurer, dele- 
gated duties only are required of them; 
and these are the offices that have 
been filled from the ranks of the Peo- 
ple’s movement. 

The result indicates that some prin- 
ciple was involved in the case of an 
election for the law-making body 
which was not — 4 — to the others, 
and such is actually the case; and, the 
most potent influence at work, and 
having the most direct and palpable 
bearing on the election, was that of 
maintaining or modifying ordinance 
No. 125, which, among other things, 
relates to the liquor traffic. Section 1 
of said ordinance says: It shall be 
and it is hereby unlawful for any per- 
son or persons, either as owner, princi- 
pal, agent, servant or employé, to es- 
tablish, open keep, maintain or carry 
on, or assist in carrying on, within the 
corporate limits of the city of Pa- 
dena any tippling-house, dramshop, 
cellar, saloon, bar, barroom, sample- 
room or other place where spirituous, 
vinous, malt or mixed liquors are sold 
or given away.“ etc. 

No the main question involved in 
the campaign just closed related to 
such a modification of this section as 
would, in explicit terms, permit hotel- 
keepers to serve wine, beer, ale or 
other beverages to their guests. The 
Citizens’ platform said Les,“ and the 
People’s party said No.“ In every 
other respect the two platforms were 
substantially the same, and both par- 
ties nominated their best men to make 
the race. In respect to this ordinance 
the issues were squarely joined and 
fought out on that line. The result 
has shown that a majority of the 
people of Pasadena are in favor of 
sucha modification of safd ordinance 
as will permit the use 3 ms, ea to 
guests at the hotels. Whether right 
or wrong, wise or otherwise, that is 
the verdict of a majority, and in con- 
formity to that verdict the newly- 
elec Trustees will undoubtedly 
amend the ordinance as indicated. 

The canvass disclosed the fact that 
there were many widely different views 
as to the real intent and meaning of 
the ordinance. In fact, the speakers 
themselves were not able to agree even 
while attempting to aid one party or 
another, as the case might be, and in 
consequence some radically different 
positions were taken by advocates en- 
gaged in the support or defense of the 
same cause. The chief points at issue 
were that the ordinance was a police 
regulation, and as such was to be 
obeyed in its spirit only; and, in view 
f this fact, hotels were at liberty, un- 
der the ordinance, as it now stands, to 
serve wines and liquors to their guests 
at mealtime. This wasthe view pre- 
sented by the City Attorney and other 
leading speakers on the side of the Peo- 
ple’s party. This was met by the 
speakers on the side of the Citizens’ 
party, who said that this position was 
not tenable, and would not stand the 
test of the courts; and, they argued 
that there was no escape from a 
literal interpretation of the law, owing 
to the clause or other place,.“ which 
meant hotels, and there wasno way 
out of this conclusion. Most of the 
People’s party said that they were will- 
ing to concede the right of hotel- 
keepers to supply the article“ to their 
guests, but were all opposed to so 
changing the ordinance as to 
permit what they were willing 
to concede, for fear of extra liberties 
being taken with the ordinance 80 
soon as it was amended. Other of the 
People’s party insisted that whenever 
the ordinance, which had, in one of its 
features, been passed upon and sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court of the 
State, was changed or modified, the 
whole instrument would be rendered 
null and void, Neither the Supreme 
Court nor any other court, however, 
has ever passed upon the question as 
to whether or not hotel keepers can 
serve wine or liquors to their guests at 
meal time, or at apy other time, and 
keep within the provision of this stat- 
ute. The Supreme Court held that 
Pasadena or any other city or town in 
this State, or any other State, has the 
power under the Constitution, to 
License, regulate, or prohibit, tippling- 
houses.” Further than this they did not 
go, for that was the only question 
at issue, aud on this point the eourt 
said that there is nothing in this case 
which requires us to determine any 
other question than the right of the 
city of Pasadena to prevent tippling- 
houses, dramshops and barrooms. 

The only decision, other than the one 
cited, having a bearing on this ques- 
tion was rendered by Judge Shaw of 
the Superior Court of Los Angeles 
2 in the case of the People vs. 
John Senich, and this decision fully 
sustains the position taken by the ad- 
herents of the Citizens’ movement in 
the compaign. Senich was charged 
with keeping a place in this city where 
whisky was sold. Senich’s defense was 
that he did not keep a place which by

‘The 
justice trying the case held that that
